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Nixon Reveals $400 Million 
Program To Help Farmers 


SAN 
CLEMENTE, 
Calif, 
(A P ) — President Nixon re­ 
turns to Washington today with 
a $400 million program to help 
farmers improve incomes and 
exports—and perhaps improve 
his own political image in the 
farm belt. Loans would make 
up $349.4 million of the total. 
For the man who was booed, 
picketed 
and 
snowballed 
by 
Iowa farmers during the win­ 
ter, one great goal now is to 
push farm exports to $10 billion 
a year. A record $7.4 billion is 
forecast for this year. 
Nixon spelled it out in a Sun­ 
day radio address to the nation. 
To achieve the goal, he is ad­ 
ding $1 million to the $27.7 mil­ 
lion already in the fiscal 1972 
budget for the Foreign Agricul­ 
tural Service—the federal agen­ 
cy which helps expand agricul­ 
tural sales overseas. 
He also promised continued 
efforts to lower trade barriers. 
The 
President disclosed 
new 
measures to help farmers com­ 
bat inflation and ease the cost* 
price squeeze on an industry 
whose income this year will be 
the highest ever. The trouble, 
he said, is that increases in to­ 
tal income do not always mean 
increases 
in net income—be­ 
cause of the high costs of in­ 
flation—beset farm ers. 
So, Nixon said, the adminis­ 
tration is working to expand 
the supply of farm credit. The 
first step is a bid to Congress 
to authorize the Farm ers Home 
Administration to insure farm 
operating loans and then in­ 
crease the amount available by 
$140 million—from $210 million 
this fiscal year to $350 million 
for the next. 
The President said he hoped 
this credit expansion would be 
especially 
helpful 
to 
South­ 
western 
farms 
hard 
hit 
by 
drought. 
Nixon also injected into the 
budget for the 1971 fiscal year 
ending June 30 $9.6 million to 
finance federal and state re­ 
search and experiment stations 
to attack Southern leaf blight 
on corn, and to combat cattle 
ticks, 
fire 
ants 
and 
gypsy 
moths 
that 
menace 
Eastern 
timber. 
To throw 
more 
manpower 
Into soil conservation, Nixon is 
adding $12 million to the $135 
million 
already 
in 
the 
1972 
budget. And he is increasing 


from $77 million to $105 million 
the 1972 total for 75 small new 
watershed 
projects. 
And 
he 
called for an extra $100 million 
this year and $111 million next 
year for an insured loan pro­ 
gram to finance rural water 
and sewer systems. 
Nixon bore down hard on ex­ 
panding farm exports at the 
outset of his speech. 
“We know,” he said, “that 
American agriculture can com­ 
pete successfully—whenever it 
has the chance. We are deter­ 
mined to see it has that chance. 
“ As recently as the 1968 fis­ 
cal year, farm exports actually 
dropped by half a billion dol­ 
lars, a condition which I prom­ 
ised in 1968 to remedy during 
my presidential term . I am 
happy to say that we have de­ 
livered on that promise.” 
The president didn’t mention 
it in his speech but he also 
pledged in 1.968 that his admin­ 
istration 
would 
improve 
the 
farm parity position, the rela­ 
tionship between the price of 
what the farm er sells and what 
he buys. It wras 76 per cent at 
the time. Last Friday the Agri­ 
culture Department put the fig­ 
ure at 69 per cent. 
Nixon said some prices look 
good—for soybeans, grain, cot­ 
ton and cattle. And he said that 
while hog prices still are too 
low, they should improve sub­ 
stantially later this year, partly 
because of the highest govern­ 
ment purchases of pork for 
food 
distribution 
and 
school 
lunches in 15 years. 
Nixon taped his farm speech 
Sunday morning during a 24- 
hour interlude in the desert at 
the posh estate of Walter An- 
nenberg, the Philadelphia pub­ 
lisher and ambassador to Great 
Britain. 
Nixon had time then for a 
golfing foursome with friends— 
industrialist Robert H. Abpla- 
nalp of Bronxville, N.Y.; bank­ 
er C.G. “Bebe” Rebozo of Key 
Biscayne, Fla., and Reader's 
Digest President Hobart Lewis.

Costly In Primary Here 


Cost of each absent voters 
ballot east in the primary elec­ 
tion here is expected to be ex­ 
tremely high. 
Mrs. Frances Norris, county 
clerk, reported that 38 persons 
made application to vote by the 
absent ballot. However, far few­ 
er than that have voted to date. 
It is expected that the cost 
for each absent voters ballot 
cast will be more than $40. not 
counting the cost of supplies. 
Twelve persons voted by ab­ 
sent ballot before the two-mem­ 
ber board which was on duty 
in the clerk’s office from April 
4 until May 1. 
Members of the board are 
paid $12 apiece per day for their 
services. 
Another absent voters board 


composed of Mrs. Sue Cook, De­ 
mocrat and Mrs. Maxine Win- 
ship, Republican, was on duty 
Saturday and again today tak­ 
ing ballots out to nursing homes 
or other places of confinement 
for those who had made appli­ 
cation. This board received the 
votes of two persons on Satur­ 
day. 
Mrs. Norris said that another 
six primary ballots had been 
received in the mail. 
Although the cost per vote 
appears high in this election, 
Mrs. Norris pointed out that it 
may be even higher in 1972. The 
General Assembly authorized an 
increase in daily pay for absent 
voters board members to $20. 
This is higher than the daily 
pay for most courthouse deput­ 
ies and extra help. 


A light voter turnout is ex­ 
pected Tuesday in Rushvllle’a 
six precincts as the two parties 
name their tickets for the elec­ 
tion this fall. 
Only two contests, for Repub­ 
lican 
council manic 
nomina­ 
tions, are at issue. Others run­ 
ning unopposed are automatic­ 
ally nominated and will be on 
the ballot next November. 
The polls will be open from 
6 a.m. to 6 p.m. for the pri­ 
m ary voting and 3.488 city re­ 
sidents are eligible to cast bal­ 
lots.

Mrs. Brown is currently serving 
on the council but was appoint­ 
ed to the post to fill a vacancy.

Top Court 


Ends Halt To 


Executions 


WASHINGTON (A P) — The 
Supreme Court rejected 6 to' 3 
today challenges to death pen­ 
alty procedures in the United 
States. 
The ruling, delivered by Ju§- 
tice John M. Harlan, said leav­ 
ing to the jury's discretion the 
power to decide between life or 
death in capital cases does not 
violate the Constitution. 
Secondly, 
Harlan 
said, 
the 
Constitution 
does not require 
separating the penalty phase of 
capital trials from the body of 
the trial. 
The decision upholds first-de­ 
gree 
murder convictions 
and 
death sentences against Dennis 
C. McGautha of Los Angeles 
and Jam es E. Crampton of To­ 
ledo, 
Ohio. 
McGautha 
was 
found guilty of killing a grocer, 
Crampton of killing his wife. 
The issues raised in their ap­ 
peals had blocked execution in 
the United States for almost 
four years. There are now 644 
men and seven women on death 
row in 33 states. The ruling 
could result in early executions 
in many instances. 
Justice Harlan was joined by 
Chief Justice Warren E. Burger 
and Justices Hugo L. Black, 
Potter Stewart, Byron R. White 
and Harry A. Blackmun, Ju s­ 
tices William J. Brennan Jr., 
William O. Douglas and Thur- 
good Marshall dissented.. 
The decision does not dispose 
of the ultimate challenge to 
capital punishment. This is the 
argument that the death penal­ 
ty is a form of cruel and unusu­ 
al punishment prohibited by the 
Constitution. The court has nev­ 
er ruled on that question, al­ 
though the issue is regularly 
put to the justices in appeals 
from condemned men. 
“ Our function,” Harlan said, 
“ is not to impose on the states, 
ex cathedra, what might seem 
to us a better system for deal­ 
ing with capital cases. Rather 
it is to decide whether the fed­ 
eral Constitution proscribes the 
present 
procedures 
of 
these 
states in such cases.” 
Historically, Harlan said, the 
question of capital punishment 
has been shifted to 'the judg­ 
ment and the consciences of the 
juries. He said it would require 
a strong showing to upset this 
settled practice of the nation on 
constitutional grounds. 
“ We find it quite impossible 
to say that committing to the 
untrammeled discretion of the 
jury the power to pronounce 
life or death in capital cases is 
offensive 
to anything in the 
Constitution,” Harlan wrote. 
“The states are entitled to as­ 
sume 
that 
jurors 
confronted 
with the truly awesome respon­ 
sibility of decreeing death for a 
fellow human will act with due 
regard for the consequences of 
their decision . . .” 
With this judgment the court 
rejected the argument made by 
attorneys 
for 
Mcgautha 
and 
Crampton that juries should be 
stripped of their “absolute dis­ 
cretion” to decide which de­ 
fendants 
convicted of capital 
crimes should die and which 
should get life sentences.

6,000 Jailed As Protesting Mob 
Fails To Paraly ze U.S. Government 


WASHINGTON (A P) - Anti­ 
war demonstrators fought po­ 
lice in a six-hour series of skir­ 
mishes on the capital’s streets 
today. 
Rush-hour traffic was 
snarled, but the arrest of more 
than 6,000 protesters frustrated 
their efforts to paralyze the na­ 
tion’s government. 
Beginning before dawn and 
continuing 
until 
noon, 
flying 
squads of policemen fired vol­ 
leys of tear gas and wielded 
billy clubs to disperse crowds 
of demonstrators. Scores were 
injured. 
At noon, as National Guards­ 
men, Marines and Army para­ 
troopers joined police in patrol­ 
ling littered streets, the may­ 
or’s office estimated 6,000 per­ 
sons had been arrested. Subur­ 
ban Virginia police said they 
arrested another 300. 
The 
protesters’ 
hit-and-run. 
tactics temporarily blocked nu­ 
merous 
intersections 
in 
the 
city. But a strong show of fed­ 
eral force kept traffic flowing 
across 
four 
major 
Potom ac1 
River bridges—a key target of 
the Mayday demonstrators. 
“The city is open. The traffic 
is flowing. The government is 
functioning,” said 
Atty. Gen. 
John N. Mitchell at midmorn­ 
ing. Mayor Walter Washington 
agreed, saying the demonstra­ 
tors “ did not succeed.” 
Virtually 
all 
government 
agencies reported employe ab­ 
senteeism was about norm al­ 
and in some cases below nor­ 
mal. 
At headquarters of the May­ 
day 
Collective, 
spokeswoman 
Carol Evans said: “ We had an 
awful lot of opposition today. 
The popce pretty much antici­ 
pated everything, but it was 
still fairly 
successful.’* Some 
protesters complained of police 
brutality. 
Many of the employes, how­ 
ever, 
had to drive or walk 
through billowing clouds of tear 
gas. They joined demonstrators 
in 
holding 
handkerchiefs 
to 
streaming eyes and smarting 
nostrils. 
Volley after volley of tear gas 
had been fired by riot-equipped 
police, who also wielded billy 
clubs 
to disperse 
crowds of 
demonstrators. 
The protesters, 
mostly col­ 
lege-age youths, tied up traffic 
in the Georgetown and down­ 
town areas by hurling debris— 
and in some cases themselves— 
into the streets. 
Some 
vehicles 
were 
over­ 
turned 
and others 
set afire. 
Vandalism was widespread. 
By 9 a.m ., about 2,200 Ma­ 
rines and Army paratroopers 
were moved into1 the city from 
nearby staging areas—some of 
them in helicopters which land­ 
ed on the Washington Monu-

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DIVERGENT VIEWS 
Differing views on the ways to end U.S. 
involvement in the Vietnam conflict are 
outlined in news releases received this 
week from Senator Vance Hartke and 
Rep. David W. Dennis. 
“The American people know, even if 
their president does not, that we have 
stayed too long in Vietnam and bled too 
much and committed too many horrors, 
and the time to pet out is now,” Senator 
Hartke says. 
The Indiana Democrat urges Nixon: 
“Announce a date for our withdrawal, 
accept a ceasefire, and get them out now. 
The President says we cannot withdraw' 
because American prisoners of war are 
being held in North Vietnam. Mr. Presi­ 
dent — don’t you know' that prisoners of 
war — in any war — get to go home when 
the wrar is over — when the killing stops? 
And we say the way to end ttys war and 
bring our prisoners home is to get out 
nowr.” 
Hartke’s statement fairly well echoes 
that which the North Vietnamese Com­ 
munists have expressed many times. 
Rep. Dennis of Richmond, representing 
Rush County at least until the Congres­ 
sional realignment is tested in the courts, 
offers full support of Nixon’s course of 
gradual withdrawal. 
“Today in this country — and this week 
in Washington — we are reaping the 
harvest of deep and bitter frustration 
which is the legacy of a long, bloody war, 
waged without the goal of victory. 
“This frustration is being vented 
against an outstanding President who did 
not start the war, and who is the first 
President since it started who is well on 
the way to ending it,” he said. 
“The current protests come at a time 
w hen the military situation in Vietnam is 
relatively good — and when the process 
of Vietnamization, if pursued in orderly 
fashion, gives a good prospect of success­ 
ful conclusion. 
“These same protests and this same 
sentiment will be used to call for socialis­ 
tic expenditures we can ill afford, and to 
oppose appropriations for defense, some of 
which are absolutely vital to national 
survival,” the congressman concludes.

Last summer a story was writien about 
how attractive flags hoisted on flag poles 
made certain streets in town. The red, 
white and blue flag when unfurled and 
flying from a flag pole is a stirring sight 
and a very patriotic one. It is particularly 
exciting when these vivid colors contrast 
against a blue sky. 
Many of these flags have been flown 
during rain storms or in high wind. In 
one case the flag continues to fly at half 
mast. This spring many of these flags 
are faded or frayed. 
There is a flag etiquette that conforms 
to public law 829 passed by the 77th Con­ 
gress. It seems pertinent to print certain 
parts of this law. It gives rules to follow 
as to when and when not to fly the flag. 
It is the custom to display the flag 
only from sunrise to sunset on buildings 
and on stationary flagpoles. The only ex­ 
ception, I believe, is when a spotlight 
bums all night and is focused on it. Then 
the flag is displayed at night for a patri­ 
otic effect. 
The flag should not be displayed on 
days when the weather is inclement. 
The flag can be displayed on all days 
when the weather permits, especially on 
New Year’s Day, Inauguration Day, Lin­ 
coln’s Birthday, Washington’s Birthday, 
Army Day, Easter Sunday, Mother’s Day, 
Memorial Day, Flag Day, Independence 
Day, Labor Day, Constitution Day, Co­ 
lumbus Day, Armistice Day, Thanksgiv­ 
ing Day, Christmas Day, and any other 
days proclaimed by the President of the 
United States. 
The flag should be displayed in or near 
every polling place on election day. 
The flag should be displayed during 
school days in or near the school house. 
When the flag is carried in a proces­ 
sion with another flag, it should be either 
on the marching right or if there is a 
line of other flags should be in front of 
the center line. 
The flag should not be displayed on a 
float in a parade except from a staff or 
under special conditions. No other flag 
should be placed above it. The only ex­ 
ception is the flag of the United Nations. 
The flag should not be draped over the 
hood, top, sides, or back of a vehicle or a 
railroad train or boat. When the flag is 
displayed on a motor car the staff should 
be fixed firmly to the chassis or clamped 
to the radiator cap. 
The flag should never be fastened, dis­ 
played, used, or stored in such a’manner 
as will permit it to be tom, soiled, or 
damaged. When the flag is in such condi­ 
tion that it is no longer a fitting emblem 
for display it should be destroyed in a 
dignified way, preferably by burning. 
When the flag is hoisted or lowered or 
when the flag is passing in a parade all 
persons should face the flag, stand at at­ 
tention, and salute. When the pledge of 
allegiance is given, all should stand with 
right hand over the heart.

The program will use $85,000' 
allocated by the Justice Depart­ 
ment to the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment.

will be turned 
over to farmers to help pay 
costs of eradicating the illegal 
plants. 
Agriculture Department offi­ 
cials acknowledged existence of 
the plan Thursday only after 
repeated questions by a report­ 
er. There had been no public 
announcement. 
A spokesman, said the c a m ­

has 
tentatively 
been 
named 
WHEP, 
which 
stands 
for the Wild Hemp Elimination. 
Program. 
States on the WHEP list are 
Illinois, Iowa. Indiana. Kansas, 
K e n t u c k y , Michigan, Min­ 
nesota, Missouri. South Dakota 
and Wisconsin. 
Initially. $46,000 will be allo­ 
cated to the states for eliminat­ 
ing an estimated 22,000 acres of 
marijuana in certain counties, 
still unannounced. The rem ain­ 
der will be spent “on the basis 
of need” as the season prog­ 
resses, the spokesman said. 
The department said the sea­ 
son for effective control is from 
May 15 to July 15. 
Officials said most of the to­ 
tal budget, some $68,000, will be
